“Ww HEN I firft undertook this Paper, 
I was refolv’d to concern my felf 
only with Things, and not with 
Perfons. Whether ¥ have kept or 
broken this Refolution, I cannot 
recollect ; and I wijl not be at the Pains ro examine, 
but leave the matter co thofe little Antagonifts, who 
may want a Topick for Criticifm. Thus much I 
have difcover'd, that it is in Writing as in Building ; 
where, after all our Schemes and Calculations, we 
are mightily deceiv'd in our Accounts, and often forc’d 
to make ufe of any Materials we can find, that the 
Work may be kept a going. Befides, to {peak my 
Opinion, the Things I have occafion to mention, are 





fo clofely link’d to Perfoms, that nothing but Time 


(the Father of Oblivion) can feparate them. Let me 
ut en Cafe: Suppofe I thould complain, that 
aft Week my Coach was within an Inch of ovec- 

~ turning, in a {mooth, even Way, and drawn by ve- 

ry gentle Hories ; to be fure, all my Friends would 
immediately lay the Fault upon Fobn, becaufe they 
knew, he then Prefided inmy Coach-Box. Again, 
fuppofe I fhould difcover fome Uneafinefs to find my 
felf, I knew not how, over Head-and-Ears in Debr, 
tho’ I was fare my Tenants paid their Rents very 
well, and that I never fpent half my Income ; they 
would certainly advife me to turn off Mr. Oldfox my 

Receiver, and take another. If, asa Juftice of Peace, 
I thould tell” a Friend that my Warrants and Mirsi- 
wuss were never drawn up as I would have them ; 
that 1 had the Misfortune to fend an Honeft Man to 
Goal, ‘and difmifs a Knave 3 he would bid me no 
longer truft Charles and Harry, my two Clerks, whom 
he knew to be ignorant, wilfal, affuming and ill-en- 
clin'd Feilows. If I thould add, that my Tenants 
made me very uneafy with their Squabbles and Broils 
among them(elves ; he would counfel me to Cafhier 
Will Bigamy, the Senzfchat of my Mannor. And 
laftly, if my Neighbour and I happen’d to have a 
Mifunderftanding about the delivery of 4 Meffaze, 
what could I do lefs than ftrip and difcard the blun- 
dering ot malicious Rafcal that carry’d it ? 

Ic is the fame Thing in the Conduct of Publick 
Affairs, where they have been manag’d with Rath- 
hefs or Wilfulnefs, Corruption, Ignorance or Injuftice ; 
barely to relate the Facts, at leaft, whilé they are 
freth in Memory, will as mach reflect upon the Per- 
JSoms concern’d, asif we had told their Names at 
length. . 

Ihave therefore fince thought of another Expedi- 
ent, frequently practicd with greatfafery and fuccels 


by Satyrical Writers: Which is, That of looking into

to the Perfon we would defcribe ; and with the ab- 
folute Power of altering, adding or fuppreffing what 
Circumftances we oleae I conceiv’d we muft have 
very bad Luck, or very little Skill to fail. How- 
ever, fome Days ago in a Coffee-Houfe, looking in- 
to one of the Politick Weekly Papers; 1 found the 
Writer had ‘fallen into this Scheme, and I happen’d 
to light on that parr, where he was defcribing a Per- 
fon, who from {mall Beginnings grew (as I remem- 
ber) to be Conftable of France; and had a very 
haughty, imperious Wife. 1 took the Author for a 
Friend to our Faétion, (for fo with great Propriety of 
Speech they cali the Queen and Miniftry, almoft the 
whole Clergy, and nine parts in ten of the Kingdom) 
and I faid to a Gentleman near me, that although I 
knew well enough what Perfons the Author meant, 
yet there were feveral Particulars in the Husband's 
Character, which }could not reconcile. For that of 
the Lady, was juft and adequate enough 5 but ic 
feems I miftook the whole Matter, and apply’d all I 
had read to acouple of Perfons, who were not at 
that time in the Writers Thoughts. 

Now to avoid fuch a Misfortune as this, I have 
been for fome time confulting Livy and Tacitus, to 
find out the Character of a Princeps Senatus, a Pre- 
tor Urbanus, a Quaftor Ararius, a C.efari ab Epiftols, 
and a Proconful; but among the worft of them, I 
cannot difcover One from whence to draw a Parallel, 
withour doing Injury to a Roman Memory: So that 
I am compel'd to have recourfe to Tully. But this 
Author relating Facts only as an Orator, I thoughe 
it would be beft to obferve his Method, and make an 
Extract from fix Harangues of his againft Verres, 
only ftill preferving the Form of an Oration. I re- 
member a younger Brother of mine, who Deceas‘d 
about two Months ago, prefented the World with a 

ech of Alcibiades againft an Athenian Brewer : 
ow, I am told for certain, that in thofe days there 
was no Ale in Athens; and therefore that Speech, or at 
leaft a great part of ir, muft needs be Spurious. The 
difference between Me and my Brother is.this ; ho 
makes Alcibiades fay a great deal more than he really 
did, and I make Cicero fay a great deallefs. This 
Verres had been the Romay Governor of Sicily for 
three Years, and on return from his Government, 
the Sicilians entreated Cicero to impeach him in the 
Senate, which he accordingly did in feveraf Orati- 
ons, from whence I have faithfully Tran@ated and 
Abitracted that which follows. es

< A Pernicious Opinion hath for fome time pre- 
vail'd, not only at Rome, but among our neigh- 
*bouring Nations, that a Man who has Moncey 

* enough, tho’ he be ever fo guilty, cannot be 
* demn'd if this Place. But however induftrioufly 
* this Opinion be fpread, to caft an Odium on the 
Senate, we have brought before your Lordthips 
Caius Verres, a Perfon, for his Life and Actions, al- 
ready condemn’d by all Men ; bur as he hopes, and 
gives out, by the Influence of his Wealth, to be 
here abfolved. In condemning this Man, you have 
an Opportunity: of belying that general Scandal, of 
redeeming the Credit loft by former Fudgment:, and 
recovering the Love of the Roman People, as weil 
as of our Neighbours. I have brought a Man here 
before you, my Lords, who is a Robber of the 
Publick -Treafure, an Overturner of Law and 
Juftice, and the Dif(grace, as well as Deftruction, 
of the Sicilian Province: Of whom, if you fhall 
determine with Equiry and due Severity, your Au. 
thority will remain entire, and upon fuch an Efta- 
blifhment as it ought to be: But if his great Riches 
will be able to force their way through that Reli- 
gious Reverence and Truth, which become {0 aw- 
ful an Affembly, I thall, however, obtain thus much, 
That the Defec& will be laid where it ought, and 
that it thall not be objected that the Criminal was 
not uced, or that there wanted an Orator to 
accufe him. This Man, my Lords, has publickly

To pafs over the foul Stains and Ignominy of his

This Extract, te deal ingennonfly, has coft me 
more Pains than I think it is worth, haying only 
ferved to convince me, that modern Corruptions are 
not to be parallel’d by ancient Examples, without’ 
having recourfe to Poetry or Fable. For inftance, I 
never read in Story of a Law enacted to rake away 
the Force of all Laws whatfoever ; by which a Man 
may fafely commit upon the laft of Fune, what he 
would infallibly: be hang’d for if he committed on 
the firft of Fuly 3 by which the greateft Criminals 
may"efcape, provided they continue long enough in 
Power to antiquate their Crimes, and by ftifling them 
a while, can deceive the Legiflature into an Amnefy 
of which the Enacters do nor at that Time forefee 
the Confequence. A cautious Merchant will be apt 
to fulpect, when he finds a Man who has the Repute 
of a cunning Dealer, and with whom he has old 
Accounts, urging for a general Releafe. When I
